methods of neu tralizing the effects of 
deadly flu ids and powders, and year 
after sear he added to the su m total 
of his colleagu es’ knowledge of the 
dreaded liqu ids. 
It was abou t three* years ago that 
he determined to find some su bstance 
that wou ld cau se carbolic acid to it se 
its terrors. 
Install of administering 
the poison to others, he 
Iook small 
qu antities of it himself and then ap­ 
plied variou s antidotes. 
Finally he conceived the idea of 
pr.ic 
alcohol 
being 
an 
anthlote. 
Promptly he set to work. 
Ho knew 
he was risking his life in proving his 
theory, hu t heroically he thru st a du e 
the thou ght of self, thinking only of 
Hit* incalcu lable benefits which wou ld 
resu lt. 
Dr. Powell went to his labonitO'j 
and drank some* carbolic acid. 
What 
he su ffered none bu t himself cou ld 
tell. 
Then came the cru cial moment 
— the moment when his hopes wou ld 
be shattered or science enriched. He 
drank the pu re alcohol and in a few 
minu tes was in his normal physical 
state. 
Not content with this initial 
test, he continu ed with others, taking 
larger qu antities of the poison. 
Then he went before medical soci­ 
eties and classes of stu dents m < IV.r 
three years demons!rated the accu ­ 
racy of his theory. 
Bu t natu re re­ 
belled at last. 
The poison which had 
been satu rating his system conqu eiml 
and he began to fail. 
He 
had 
b> 
abandon active work, and on Satu r­ 
day be expired, leaving behind a imm­ 
u ne nt of gratitu de in the minds of 
his fellow practitioners. 
Au gu stu s Powell. Dr Powell's fath­ 
er, was a rich planter, living in Ala­ 
bama. where the doctor- was born. 
The father was qu artermaster in Hie 
C’onfederafe army, in which Dr. Pow­ 
ell also served.

Stone Wails. 


The temple ruins at Rhodesia are 
puzzlers. 
The erudite folks used 
to 
say they -were ancient, but Dr. Ran­ 
dall Macivers, their latest ex plorer, 
say s they were built in the Middle 
Ages. 
He say s the great "elliptical 
temple” was the fortified residence of 
the great 
chief 
or 
Monomortapa, 
whose sway ex tended over an enor­ 
mous area and an ex tensive popula­ 
tion. To understand how architectural 
feats like the finer Rhodesian build­ 
ings can have been achieved by the 
precursors of the modern South Afri­ 
can natives it is necessary to assume 
that in those day s there was organi­ 
zation of a far higher character than 
has obtained in recent y ears, organi­ 
zation under great chiefs whose pow­ 
er and intelligence were of a relative­ 
ly high order. 
From the Portuguese 
and their records this would appear 
to have been the case in the day s of 
the Monomortapan empire of tiie Mid­ 
dle Ages down to the close of the six ­ 
teenth century .
